This irill confirm and amplify my conversation with General 
Cabell of a few moments ago. 

The United States Air Force Scientific Advisory Board is com- 
posed of some sixty of this country's outstanding scientists who 
assist the Air Force in the solution of their more difficult sci- 
entific and technological problems. 

The next full meeting of the Board will be held at the San 
Marcos Hotel at Chandler, Arizona, on December 4-5-6. 

The subject to be considered will be "Limited War." Limited 
War, in this case, is to be defined as anything short of an all 
out nuclear conflict between the United States and the Soviets. 

The first presentation will be a discussion of the overall 
world geopolitical position with particular emphasis on Soviet 
objectives, past, present and probable future, and the possible 
means that they may employ for the achievement of these objectives . 
This presentation is to be given by Professor Max Millikan of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology. 

We would very much appreciate it if Bob Emory would give about 
a forty-five minute presentation, and then answer questions, on 
the Soviet intentions and capabilities with particular reference 
to potential limited conflict situations . It would be well if he 
would consider both positive and analytical intelligence. (All 
people in attendance will be Top Secret cleared.) 

We then hope to have a presentation on U.S. Policy and its 
manner of implementation by a senior State Department official. 
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This will he followed by statements from our military leaders. 


Mr Force transportation from Washington to Phoenix, Arizona 
wilx be furnished on December 3rd, and from Phoenix to Washington 
at the conclusion of the meeting. ' 

C.I.A. pai ticipation in this meeting will add greatly to its 
value and we are most appreciative of your cooperation.
